woman suffrage, amendment, was sus- 
tained today by the supreme court in 
an unanimous decision rendered by 
Justice Brandeis. 
" Tho challenge came from the state 
of Maryland, where Oscar Leser and 
others sought to prevent the regis- 
tration of two women as qualified vot- 
ers in Baltimore. Leser and his as- 
sociates contended that the constitu- 
tion of Maryland limited suffrage to 
men; that the legislature of Maryland 
liad refused to ratify the woman suf- 
frage 
amendment. 
and 
that 
the 


amendment had not become a part of 
tha federal constitution. The Mary- 
land state courts sustained the amend- 
ment. 
The contention that an amendment 


to the federal constitution relating to 
additions in the electorate cannot be 
made without the consent of the- state, 
the court disposed of by reference to 
the fifteenth or equal suffrage amend- 
ment, declaring that "one cannot be 
valid and the other invalid." It point- 
ed out that the validity of the fifteenth 
amendment had been recognized for 
half a century.

that "commerce is a unit and does not 
regard state lines," the supreme court 
today, through Chief Justice Taft, and 
without dissent, handed down a deci- 
sion upholding the authority of the 
Interstate Commerce commission un- 
der the transportation act of 1020 to 
1x state railroad fares when neces- 
sary to remove "undue, unreasonable 
and unjust discrimination against in-

Such reduction will likely be 
from 
$1.25 to $1.75 a ton. depending upon 
;he extent to which "Miners' wages are 
lowered by the new contracts. It is 
not anticipated that a strike will cause 
any increase In present prices, because 
of the generous stocks now in 
the 
handi of retailers and in storage by 
the larger operating companies. 


Householders should be careful to 
see that they have two or three tons 
of coal in their bins by April 1. so 
that they will have a sufficient supply 
to carry them 
through 
to 
warm 
weather, but aside frpm 
that 
the 


dealers feel, in view of the present 
high prices, that it 1» a waste of 
money for anyone to stock up with 
more coal than is actually needed. It 
was advlied that consumers wait until 
spring or summer, when they can ob-1 
tain plenty of coal at a lower cost. 


The opinion of the local dealers is 
that the threatened strike can be but 
of, short duration, public opinion be- 
ing uniformly opposed to the demands 
now being made by the miners. Fur- 
thermore, the cost of coal to the con- 
sumer is felt to be too high when re- 
ductions in almost all other lines are 
brought Into comparison. 
Laborers 


and day men In the mines are said to 
>e making as high as $7.50 for eight 
hours, and miners are drawing up- 
vard of $200 every two weeks. This 
condition 
conccdedly cannot 
long 


continue, and the coal miners must 
ake their reduction 
in wages

same as other workers, practically all 
of whom have yielded to the general 
:rend of reduction in the past year.

1920, added about a dollar to the cost 
of fuel, -which was further increased 
n Oneonta 75 cents by the 
freight 
rate increase of August, 1920. 


Conditions this year are said to be 


unique in that the wage contracts are 
expiring at the same time in both the 
anthracite and bituminous fields, evi- 
dently with a hope on the part of the 
miners who brought this about that 
the complete fuel tiup which would 
result would force the country into a 
panic and forca a settlement in their 
favor, probably through government 
intervention. So far the government 
has shown little disposition to step in 
and such action 
is 
considered 
far 


from probable in view of tha desire 
of the public generally to see the issue 
determined. 


In contrast to the pay received by 


miners it is pointed out that the rail- 
road men, who received but an SO per 
cent Increase during the war, volun- 
tarily accepted a ten per 
cent 
cut 


when business conditions demanded it, 
while the anthracite miners, already 
receiving: a highly inflated wage, are 
demanding- a 20 per 
cent 
increase. 


The operators have requested a, drop 
of 30 per cent, and it is believed th£U 
iiearlir that percentage will be affect- 
ed. Such a drop would mean about 
$1.23 
oft the price of coal, and freight 


reductions which are reasonably to be 
anticipated would further lower the 
cost. In this connection it is to be 
noted that a reduction in fuel co^ts 
vould result in large savings to the 
reailroads, many of which must pur- 
chase their coal the same as any 
other consumer. The saving in fuel 
ot the railroads would be large and 
would help in cutting freight rates. 


The coal trade, both operators and 


retailers, are pledged to pass on to the 
consumer every saving that they hope 
to receive through wage and freight 
reductions. 
It has long been recog- 


nized by them that the cost to the con- 
sumer was entirely too high and that 
the public is justified in complaining. 
Relief seems at hand now, although 
a stnka of some duration, be it long 
or short, seems inevitable. It is com- 
ing at the termination of the coal us- 
ing period, at least for households, 
and will occasion no distress for an>- 
one provided reasonable supplies be 
accumulated in consumer's bins dur- 
ing the five weeks 
before April 1 


Local stocks are said to be normal 
and dealers do not intend to increase 
them in view of the certain lo=s that

cost drops. Whether this will be in 
April or August cannot now be told.
